On the opening of court yesterday 
morning the case which came over 
from the day before wasresumed,and 
bhe prosecution introduced, first Mr. 

He- saw Carson in 
Brenneman's saloon on the day of 
the difficulty; "he was noisy and 
abusive; Johnson came in and asked 
Carson to keep quiet; the hitter con- 
tinued boisterous, when Johnson 
took hold of him and said "my friend 
you had better go with me" Carson 
swore he would not go, and put his 
handback as if fo draw a pistol, say 
ing he would shoot any G 
d 


d 
n son of a b 
h who would 


arres't him; after a moments struggle 
with deceased, Johnson struck him 
three licks on the head with his cane; 
the first two -blows did not -have any 
effect; the third blow stsggeied Car 
ton, and Johnson held him up, and 
led him to the door; Carson stagger*d 
some. 


The cross examination of this wit 


ness was conducted by Judge Thorn 
ton. Carson said to Johnson "I will 
•shoot you;" witness-started to run 
up stairs, thinking he might be in 
danger from the shooting, if any was 
done; witness said the blows struck 
by Johnson Seemed tobe light; John- 
son struck Carson on the latter mak 
ing a motion as if to draw fi pistol 


Dr. R. L Walston was the nex! 


witness called Said he was called 
upon to hold a post mortem exami- 
nation on Carson's body at the cala- 
boose; opened the scalp to expose 
the skull, and found several fractures 
which witness descnbed and located; 
found between the skull and braia 
a half pint of clotted blood; death 
was caused by the pressure of the 
blood clot on the brain; witness mid 
there was nothing to indicate that 
the clot had recently formed, though 
in his judgement it was recent. Or 
dinarily death would follow in four 
or five hours after the formation of 
such clot. The fracture was a recent 
one. 
Witness was cross examined 


by Judge Thornton 


Jesse Lockhart, of Niantic, testifi- 


ed that he saw Carson in-the cala- 
boose after the1 injury and he- was 
unconscious 
On being .cross ex- 


amined, witness said he examined 
Carson's head and saw no evidence 
of external injury except the old 
wound. 


Dr. Sibley testified that he knew 


Johnson, and that he had known 
Carson for 
beveral jears, 
Saw 


Carson at the 
calaboose on the 


morning aftei he was hurt He was 
insensible, made a 
eareful ex- 


amination of his skull; found no 
evidence whatever of external injury; 
my impression at the tune was that 
he was suffering from pressure on 
brain or apoplexy '* 


Mr. Adams keeper of the calaboose 


said Carson was brought to the cal- 
aboose about 4 o'clock in the after 
noon by Johnson and Brewei. He 
seemed to be hanging to the police- 
men. 
Acted like any drunk man. 


He died about 3 o,'clock on the morn- 
ing, of the tenth. 


The next witness was Mr.s. Adams 


wife of the keeper of the calaboose 
who said she could not toll whether 
Carson was conscious. He spoke 
onoe soon after being put in there. 
About 12 o'clock he spoke like a man 
with a chill He died next morning 
at 3 o'clock He first refused to give 
up his money, but said he would 
give |t to her as she looked like a 
good woman, 
. 


O. M^Cook testified that he saw 


Carson a half hour after he was put- 
in the calaboose. He was standing 
against the wall; did not see him 
again until next morning when ho 
was lying where witness had first 
seen him. 


Policeman Brewer was. the next 


witness. First 
saw Carson with 


Johnson near Eberts stand on north 
Main street; saw that Carson was 
surging and thinking Johnson need- 
ed help went to him. Carson did 
not sink.'down; Carton did not come 
down to the side walk while' taking 
him to the calaboose. He fought 
or tried to get away; did not 
search

At the conclusion of Brewers tes- 


timony, 'States Attorney Johns said 
he did not think there was enough 
in the cess to justify- its further, 
prosecution by the People and. he 
would introduce no further evidence.
